> Ry Chriſt ſpakg alſo a Parable wnto thens, 
V chat vnder the figure and fimilicude 
thereof, we ſhould beſtirred vp, «/- 
wayes to pray, and not to waxe fant, ' 
The ſubie& or matter ofthe Parable runnes vpon a diſ- 
courſe of a Iudge and a Widow, For the widow at this time 
I meddlenot with,ſhe comes not within the verge and com- 
paiſeof my Text: All my bulinelſe muſt lie abour the [udge, 
And1 find him here ſo ill, asI chinke I could not haue ligh- 
ted ypon a worſe: for, hefearednor God, And though he had 
never beene ſo gracelelle and debauſhr, that neither he had 
cared for-God, nor God for him z yet (me thinks) he might 
haue had the good word and applauſe of men,or giuen them 
ſome eſteeme. No, the Text fayth, hee was ata point with 
them too, for as he feared not the one, fo hereſpetted not the 
other, beregarded not man, 
"-All this while you ſec he is a yery ill Tudge, and I will 
$4 ere wee part, he ſhall fareas ill at my hands. But 
will gather and girt vp my ſclfemorecloſely tothe words.

The Peron for his Office is a Iudge. And he comes here 
atrended, as Iudges yſe to doe. Yea, Behold'a company cometh: 
for he is waited ypon in the text, with many followers,com- 
plements, accoutrements, circumſtances if you will. x, Of 
the Time, which 1s not of the preſent, but of that which is 
paſt. For Chriſt doth not ſay, There is : no, it ſeemes they 
had a change, and their hap was better : great pitty had it 
becne, ſo vile a man ſhould haue holden his place fill; it is 
ctheliklieſt he was pur off ; he was Judex quondamy; wee ſee 
what Chrift here ſaith, erat ; non eſt, there is not ; bur, there 
WAS, 
2. The word Kerns, in the Greeke, is attended with the 
Article 7s, as with alictle Page, and ſoir is Kemis ns, A cer- 
raine Tudge : He was but ſome one 3 and &s mu mar, Inacer- 
taine City, He was (ingular from all example, both for per« 
ſon and place. «A certame Indge, ina certaine City, Hee was 
Kerrhs ms, A certaine Indge, as if hee ſhould fay, it is not ordi> 
nary for men to be ſo wicked, and is m1 mores in 4 certaine 
City, as if he ſhould ſay, it is not exdinary in Cities to haue 
ſuch ludges. 

3+ It is worth the noting, that the Articleis 7s and not 5,he 
was but a certaine Indge; He was nots Kemicrhe onely [udge, 
bur aludge of ſome ſubordinate and jnferiour place z and 
whether he were a Temporall Iudge or an Eccleliaſtical!, 
we cannot tell, they had both in former times, as we baue 
now. And we know the widowes cauſe comes as well be- 
fore the Eccleſiaſticall Iudge, as before the Temporal.

areevill beaſts, and if there were a fowler beaſt then this, I 
haue much maryayle. I pray ſee his qualities ; they are ewo. 
1. Exparte Det, He feared not God, 
5 2, Exparte homints, He regarded not Man, 

Ir ſeemes he had neither Religion, nor good manners, For 
firſt, where as in each of cheſe qualities, as about theskirt of 
eAaronsrobe,there was a Be#and a Powegranate,a Belland a 
Pomegraxate, Exed.z9,15.Soherea es and the obieQ, 
a quality and the obiet ; as in the firſt member ex parte Dez, 
the quality is feere, and the proper obeR is God, And inthe 
ſecond member ex parte hominis, the quality is regard, and 
the proper obie& is Man: and theſe are politiuely,and real- 
ly in cuery good man; yethere is a nullity, a priuation of 
them, as appeares by the two negatines, he feared nt God, 
hee regarded »ot man ; hee was wanting in the one, hee was 
wanting inthe other, 

Secondly, hee was forms deficiens, wholy wanting ; for 
whereas there are many duties which belong vntoGod, yer 
this quality of feere includes them all ; and many duties and 
offices to be done to man, yet this quality of regard compre- 
hends them all; now becauſe he wanted feare he wanted all 
thereſt, and ſo performed no duty vnto God, and becauſe 
he wanted regard, he wanted all thereſt, and fo performed 
no good office ynto man : He was voyd of all grace, either 
ro God or man. 

Thus you ſee how this Iudge is deciphered, and his 
Armes blaſoned in the Text, according to the words : But 
now let ys gocto the marrer. 

There was a Indze, and firſt of all, let it not ſeeme ſtrange 
that Chriſt in this Parable,compares Almighty God, to this 
enrighteons Tuage : for hee doth not compare things thar are 
equall, bur the lefle with the greater : Thus gif a man get his 
righe by importunity, at the hands of a moſt umrighteous 
Tuage, ; how much more ſhall the continuall prayers of the 
godly preſſing the cares of God preuaile with God. Beſides 
we knowinScripture that ſometimes compariſons to 
purpoſe, are taken from things that are cuill : as the com- 
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ming of Chriſt ro iudgement, is compared to the commin 


of a Theefe in the night, 2. Pet. 3. 10. Neither doe Parables 


ſerueto proue, or approue euery thing by their circumſtan. 
ces; for then ſhould diuers foule and groile abſurdiries ariſe. ' 
As in that of the Rich man and Lazarus, Lake 16. For thence 
it ſhould appcare, that the ſoules of the damucd in hell 
ſhould haue materiall and fleſhy rongues ; asallothat in kell 
there ſhould he water to coole, both which are ridiculous, 
Againe, that the damned ghofts ſhould be zealous of Gods 
glory, in the furtherance of mans ſaluation ypon the carth; 
For Abraham is entreated by the Rich man, that Lazarus 
might be ſent to admomiſh his. hue brethren, and .to worke 
their conuerſion,that ſo they might avoid thoſe inſufferable 
torments, Saint e-Cſugrſtine therefore giueth a good rule 
whereby to.interpret Patables ; not according to rF* letter, but 
according to the ſence, The ſcope & intent of Parables,is whos» 
ly to beregarded. As intharoftheRich man and Lazarws, 
the intent 1s to ſet forth the ſeucrall and divers eſtates of two 
men iathis life, and their ſeuerall and diuer s.cſtates in the 
life to come, by xeciprocall proportion.So this Parable holds 
not inall, but in the ſcope and intent whereynto it was vt- 
tered, as before is declared. 
. - Butfor the Perſon, whoſe office was a Iudge ; There was 4 
Zudge,and thus far I like it very well;yea,& that he ſhould be 
in a Citytoo,for an eminent place is fir for an eminent perſon, 
The Office of a Iudge is of great Honour, of long Anti- 
guity, of great Neceſfity. Firſt of Honour, becauſe they arg 
ods deputies, ordained of him, vpon earth to be next vn- 
derhim: Judges and Magiſtrates ſhalt thou make in all thy 
{ities throughout thy Tribes,layth God to Moſer, Dent 16.18, 
There is no power but of God, the power that be, are ordained of 
God,Row, 13. v4. God alſumeth vnto himſfelfe the title ofa 
tudge, elſe would not «Abraham haue beene ſo bold, Shall 
wt the Indge of the whole world doeright?Gen. 18,25, God lit« 
zech on-their bench and iudgerh amongſt them, P/a/. $2.1, 
Their honour muſt needs be great when he layes vpon them 
hisowns aan, God fandeth an the aſſembly of gods: and beg 
Ty oj | afiqucne 
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auoucheth it with his owne mouth, Ego dex1, dis eſtis ; I hane 
ſayd ye are gods, Hoſes is called Theraobs god : and (onſtan- 
rine called his Biſhops gods. Chriſt expounding that place 
of the Palme before rehearſed, faith, Hee called thens gods to 
whom the word of God was, Tohn 10,34. which is not to bee 
vnderſtood of the generall dodtrine, directed toall the ſons 
of God, ſed de ſpecrali dominandi mandato, as Caluin well in- 
terpreteth it,of the ſpeciall chargWf goucrnment,whecher it 
be Ciuill or Eccleliaſticall. And they are ſo called, Ne quid 
admittant quod eos ded:ceat, qui loco Dei ſedent : that they 
might doe nothing iniuriouſly, baſely, or otherwiſe vnbe- 
ſceming,becauſe they (irin his place,& are gods vnder God. 
2.T heir Antiquiry appeares partly by S which I haue 
ſaid before, they are- as ancient as Moſes, who was both a 
Temporall Iudge and an Eccleſiaſticall, and ſo continued, 
till afrer he reſigned his Eccleſiaſtical Iuriſdiftion to Aaron, 
And after the death of Moſes and [oſuah,the Gouernors ouer 
Iſrael for many yeares together, were called Iwdges,of whom 
Samuel was the laſt. The Ephors among the Lacedemonians, 
and the eAreopagite among the Achenians, were Iudges,and 
cheſe long ſince determined weighty matters, concerning 
cheir gouernment, and puniſhed otfcaders, | 
3. The Neceſlity of cheir office appeares many wayes,but 
eſpecially two: Firit,in that Paw! ſaith, They are the Miniſters 
fe Godfor our wealth, Row.13.4. For where good Iud ges and 
Magiſtrates are, there commonly good cauſes thrive and 
proſper, Godly lawes are can{iogabey, adminiſtred, the 
glory of God is aduanced, and the kingdome. of God is in- 
larged :and ſuch haue ſpeciall right and due intereſt in their 
places. Secondly, necellary, for they are the Mimſters of 
God to take vengeance on them that doe exill, ro bridle and re- 
prefſe the corruptions aud miſdemeanours of wicked men, 
to puniſlithe looſenetle and cxorbitancy of their liues, to 
ſupprelle their inſolencies, root vp their vices, and righten 
the wrongs of the opprelled. And there are three ſeuerall 
ſpecies oefinds of puniſhment, which they may inflit, as 


Plate fers them downe : Either, firſtto puniſh them incheir 
o-- bodies 
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carcalles, which are bur MWrchly and morrcall, as for the ho- 
nour of their places. As Senecawrote to the wife of Nero 
the Emperour, Ide te delicate, non propter te, ſed proprer hoe 
rem impery'; So God alſo hath ordained and required thar 
they ſhould be adorned, nor onely regys veſtibus, ſed & re- 
os & egregys virrutibas, which according to lethro's aduice 
to Hofer are theic : 

i, Tobe men of coxrage, to goe through their affaires 
with a wiſe and ftour re{olution. For I'doc not thinke that 
Tethrs's meaning was onely that they ſhould be pollentes ar- 
mis, but valentes ingenio, induſtrious, and able to expedite 
cauſes with good dexterity and witzand fo they ſhall be ſure 
rodoe noching, either #zcaute or incon{ulte, raſhly, or vn- 
aduiſedly, 

2. They muſt feare God which is both the beginning of 
wiſedome, and rhe foundation of all vertue, and they are wo- 
full Magiſtraces and [udges, in whom this feare of Godis 
wanting. 

3. They muſt bemen of Tr«th, not onely /pecxlatine, in 
knowing, diſcerning, and judging; bur alſo prafice, in fol. 
lowing aright judgement, wn | obſeruing the rules of truch, 
For there is as well veritas vite, the truth of life, when the 
conuerſation is framed according to the rule of truth ; as ve- 
ritas inſticie, the truch of Iuſtice, in diſcerning right from 
wrong, 

4 They muſt hate Cyweron/zes :Forthat will quench and 
deſtroy all good-vertues in them. Pax! faith, it is the roore 
of all enill; as that which giues ſap and nouriſhtnene to all 

, ther finne, And wherethisgrowes to the height, ir beares 
downe all : yea;this dekibleind accurſed hungerof gold, 

| | What 
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what doch ir not effe&t ? nay, whom doth ir not affect ? 
The Poets faine of Venw, that ſhe commits adultery in 
chaines ; but I am out of doubt, much wrong and wicked- 
neiſe may [udges doe tn their places, who areeyther drawne 
on, or fait bound with the golden chaine of Couctouſneſle, 
Hence it 1s thatthey are long-hanaed afcer bribes, which 
Father Latimer cals a Princely kinde of Theenery. Surcity 
was not for nothing,that as in old time,the Iudges of Thebes 
were painted or carued out /:ting, which argued a fetled 
moderation, a treatable, deliberate, gentle procceding ; (tor 
they ſhould not be like ew:4 Spirits in their places, onely to 
vexe and torment :) and with eyes pt, or turned another 
way ; as hauing no reipect of perions : So alſo were they 
portrayed without hands, vt a donis eſſent alient , that they 
ſhould notreach after gitrs and bribes, which blinde the eyes 
of the wiſe, and peruert the wayes of the #ſt, They mutt hauc 
an honeſt and conſcionable inrent to aduance the glory of 
God, and puniſh vice; and not be Ancypes Nummorum. 
courling vp and downe in their Circuits and luriſdi&ions{ 
abirding afrer money : yer is this the maine ditcaſe 0 many,

This isa 
very ſtrange Teitimony thar Chriſt here giues of a Judge, 
Ther: wasa Iudge ina certaine City who feared not God, neuher 
regarded man. | ſhould rather haue thought it had beene a 

ood Teſtimony, to have beene giuen of an V/urey ora 
Dravkard. And if Chriſt had ſaid, There was. an Vſurer in a 
certaine City, or, Tt ere was 4 Drunkara'm a certame ( ty, and 
eichc. of theſe, neither fearing God, or regarding man, this had 
beene ſomewhat ; nay, very probable. But to ſpeake thus 
of a [udge, who beares an office of Honour, of Antiquity, 
of N _ : one who fits in the roome of God, to execute 
his Iudgements ;horreſco referens, | tremble to ſpeake it. O 
thou bleiſed Sonne of God, the eternall Wiſedome of thy 
Father | that tgars Jtoos, Heanen- dropping dew, whoſe 
words are as Aples of gold with pitures of hr; inwardly 
rich, inwardly precious, euermore to (ingelar and ſpeciall 
purpoſe, whatſoeuer thon diddeſt, whatſocuer thou ſpakeſt 
was for our inſtruttion, - For ſurely, hereby he wouldreach 
vs, that 1. whatſocuer their perſons or their places bezifthey 
be wicked and doe wickedly, let icnot bee concealed, but 
declared, ſpoken. of, and ſpoken of ſo, that poſterity may 
| c 
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rake notice of ir, For tothis end arethe {innes of, goodimen 
andbad men roo Mm Scripture recorded and related, Let 
their faces be made aſhamed, who knoweth, whether the 
diuulging and publiſhing of their taules may bripg them co 
| repentance, as being humbled and ſtricken through with 
ſorrow and contrition. Excellent is the ſpeach of that Hea- 
chen man, ſs repreheat fers egre,reprehendeda ne fecerig;[fthey 
thinke much to heare of their wickednelle, let them abhorre 
to doe it, Yea let others heare and feare by their example. 

Why ſhould the Scholler be ſpared for hope of his learning, 
[ or the Gentleman for his birch, or the Doctor for his digni- 
ty,or the [udge for his atithority, if they be ſhameletſe or ex- 
orbitant? And if we may not ſpare our right eye or our right 
hand, it they be cauſes of offence ; why ſhould werhen ſpare 
the offences of others, who ſhould be eyes and hands to ouer- 
ſee,order,and ſettle vs in a good courle, by their diſcipline 
and example, I confetle greatneile thinkes it ſelfe much 
priuiledged ; and the ſinne of a great man, like mount Sinai. 
may nor betouched. Yet are the Prophets commanded ty 
cry aloud and not to (pare;and the Miniſter of God he muſt be. 
ver onenſir, and not placentinus, As Gedeons Souldiours, had. 
in one hand a Lampe; in anochcr hand a Trumpet :ſo wee 
muſt hauea comfortable ſhine cocnlighten ſome, aſhrilland } 
warlikeſound torouze vp others. Yea let euery good Mi- 
niſter know, that he is as the Arke, where.n was as well the 
rod of ( orrettion, as the: Manna of Conſolation, 

2. Heſpeakes this to let vs fee, that ſometimes wicked 
and vile men, men voyd of Gods feare and of all goodnelle, 
are promoted to places of officeand dignity. Andthis is as 
great a plague as maybe ; diſhonorable co God, diſgracefull 
tothe place, impatible and gricuous vntothe people. What 
a ſtorme of dreadfull imprecations doth the Prophet catl 
for fronrheauen, Pſal. 109{ like araine almoſt of fire and 
brimſtone, a very tempeſt of cuils, vpon wife, children, pa» 
ſterity, goods, or what elſe were more deare, ſmiting all 
theſe as with the ſtings of Scorpions, ? The: firſt of them all 
thar leaderh the daunce, as {das lead: che curſed band of

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Souldiers, is, Set thou a wicked man to be ruler oner them, [ 
thinke there cou!d not be a wickeder then Hee this, for firſt, 

He feared wot God.) And here I pray conlider, firſt, 
the 2 ality, ſearez which in Scripture1s taken many wayes, 
eſpecially ewo. 

1. For the worſhip and ſeruice of Ged, as Pſal, 33. 17. 
Twill teach you the feare of the Lord, that is, I will inſtruct you 
rightly concerning the true worſhip of God, And Eſay.29, 
13. Their feare (faith God) rowards me was taught by the pre- 
cepts of men ; that is, their religion, and manner of worſhip 
was learned by mans do&trine,and not by my Word. And 
our Sauiour Chriſt, CAar. 15, interpreteth this place afrer 
the ſame manner, /» wvaine doe they worſhip me, teaching for 
deftrine the precepts of men, The oath that 7acob tooke 
Gen. 31.41. was by the feare of hu father Iſaak, As if hee 
ſhould fay, I ſweare by that God whom my father worſhips, 
For God is ſometime called by names effeftive, as when he 
is called Our health, our ſtrength, our ſaluation, Sometime 
obieftime,as when heis called Our ioy,our hope,our feare,be- 
cauſe heis the object of all theſe, and the ſcope and end of 
aff our worſhip and ſeruice. 

2." Feareis taken for an awfull dread and reuerence of 
God, whereby wee make conſcience of all our actions and 
words, as ſtandingin his preſence, Elias thought that Ahab 
would haue {uppoled him bur an idle fellow, when hee told 
him, that neycher -dewe nor raine ſhould-fall in 1ſracll of 
three yeares, 1 K#gs 17. and therefore addes, that hee ſtood 
#* the preſence of God, whom becauſe hee feared wich an aw- 
full regard, it behooued him tomake conſcience of what he 
ſpake. Ir was the ſpeech of the Theefe, vato his fellow 
Theefe vpon the Crolle, Feareft thou nat God, ſeeing thow art 
Sn the ſame condenmation ? as if hee ſhould ſay, Doeſtthounor. 
conſider the place, and caſe, wherein thou art ? Standeſt 
thou in no feere of him who now taketh vengeance on thee 
for thy forepalled iniquittes ? And doeft thou ſtill perſiſt to 
reuffe, and raile ypon this righteous' man ? Feareſt. thou not: | 
God? This kinde of Feare is expreſſed by Dawid, P/al. 4. 4:

Againe, con(ider the obtect of this feare, Goa; And him 
eicheras he is abſolute and enrire of himſelte, his moſt lively 
and perfe&t efſence; 5 %r, Brs ilie;/lle qui efſentiam ſnama ſeipſo 
habet; theperfeftion of whoſe nature, 1s the abſolute con- 
ftirution thereof, as wholly compleate within it ſelfe ;/Or, 
ſecondly, conſider him in his Attributes and properties, 
wherein he is, the ſame with hinſelfe z For, 2nicquid eff in 
Deo,Dews eff,according torheSchoolemens rule : the Lord 
of Hoſts ſtrong and mighty.great and glorious, the firength 
of Iſrael, yea of the whole world ; cloathed with -vn- 
ſpeakable Maieſty as with 2 garment; The glory of his Face 
farre more glorious thenall the glorious lights of Heaven: 
the whole beauty of Nature, but- a ſparke of that beauty 


wherewith he is beautified. Eſpecially conſider him inhisy 


Iuftice ; a dreadfull God, a God of vengeance,powring out 
his wrath like fire, and reſeruing it for thouſands : Heloo- 
keth ypon the Angels and they tremble; He facerh the Hea- 
uens and they melt; toucheth the mountaines and they 
ſmoake; ſhaketh the Earth, and herpillers fayle; diſtempe- 
reth the Seas, drieth yp the rivers,rendeth theRocks ti ſun- 
der like a thred of flaxe. Baſhan i waſted, and Carmel, and 
the flowre of Libanon 1 waſted, The Lords 'way is'in the 
whirlewind and in the torme, and the cloudes aretheduft 
of his feet, Thow, thaw O God art to: be feared, for wharnn 
ftand before thee when thou art angry ? $moake goes out of his 
noſtrils, and aflame of fire out of his mourh,”coales arc 
kindled thereat, CAIoſescould 'notendure the Hghr of his 
preſence, for hee was afraid to looke ypon God : northe 
ple endure to hearehim,O let nor God fpenk vmto vs, leftwe aye, 
Or in theſecondplace. Take God in the ſweeteſt pro- 
pricty of his Nature, LR INN of his 
countenance, patience, long-ſufferance, liberality; his ami- 
ableſt diſpolirion, fauour, grace, boundanceof his:good- 
nelſe, gratioully "interpreting our 6ffenves, Jerting by! his 
Keviard fn the Golpett ſeoby hi gocbums 
an

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and whenchedebr is an hundred, ſers downe but fifry ; Nay 
vtterly cancelling our inditments, blotting all owr wicked- 
eſſe out his remembrance : I ſay, take God either {imply as 
heis of himſelfe ;or in regard of his properties,and thoſethe 
moſt eminent and conſpicuous ; as he i«/t,and a God of yen- 
geance, or as he mercifull and a God of pmyt ; Allis one 
with this Troyan horſe, this Cyclops that warreth againſt 
heauen,and carerh neicher for /wpiter nor his Thunderbolts, 
reſpeing not his dreadfulleſt lookes, no, nor yet his ſwee- 
teſt and pleaſanteſt nature of mercy, I ſay all is one; Hee 
cared not God, : | 


————— Wehauc had too much of him in this. Butnow wee are 


come to the ſecond quality, He regarded not man : and yet 
ſurely far in many reſpedts deſerues ſome regard. Theper- 
fetion of nature, the ſweeteſt, compleateſt modell of all his 
! workes; the very centrum and epitome of all his creatures 
He; who rightly deſeruethto beſtiled O MNIS ©@RF- 
ATFYR A, The Philoſopher faith that Man is miraculo- 
rum onniun mraculum maximun:2a miracle of miracles, And 
David acknowledgeth himſcife, and in himfelfe all others, 
to be maruelonſly made, Pſal, 139, _. 

The Stoicks made him- to conlift of ſoule and body as 
wedoe, But the Platonicks who were a diuiner ſet, made 
man adiviner thing; and ſaid, that hee was wholy ſoule or 

' ſpirit, onely compact and tyed vp together, with certaine 

cſhly and carthly ligaments. -Indeed Dawmid faith, het was 

lower then God,and but a licrle;a little lower then God,Pſa.8.7, 
a very remarkable creature ſure,anddeſeruing ſome regard. 

Againe, God at his creation ſpake not of him, as of other 
creatures, fit /«x, lerthere belight, and ſo of thereſt, bur, 
faciam'u hominem, let vs make man. By which manner of 

{ ſpeech, God intended, not any aſliſtance, cither of cheEle- 
ments, or Angels, to be co-workers with him in mans crea- 
tion; or that he ſpake in theplurall number for ſtate,after the 
manner of che Princes ofthecarth. But God almighty part- - 

forcſecing there would beheretiques afterward, denying 
Trinity, but eſpecially, for the honour of this his & 
bee þ atte 
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atteſt piece, or workemanſhip, he ſpeakes of the whole Tri 
. nity, asif the Father, Sonne, and Holy Ghoſt werein con- 
ſultation together about the creation of Aax : A creature 
therefore of ſome regard. 

Againe, hee was made into the Image of God z which 
though ir be diuerſly incerpreted,and eAwguſtine hath many 
conceipts, much adoe about ir z placing this Image ſome- ' 
time in one thing, and ſometime 1n another : and yet, that 
good Father [ am ſure, not ignorant of that of the Apoſtle, 
Eph. 4.24. (2. 3.10. where we may ſee how weare to vn- 
derſtand this Image of God in man, I fay euen this redoun- 
derh much to his honour and regard, that by the right of his 
creation, his yery nature was conformable to the nature of 
God ; Holy as he is holy, righteousas heis righteous ; I ſay 
for the Quality, though not for the Equality, as hauingthe 
ſame holinelle in nature, though not in the ſame meaſure. 
This [mage was broken in pieces inthefall, and yer is re- 
payred and renewed againe,through Chriſt(who is the ſub 
ſtance of the couenant of Grace, ) in all thoſe who haue pur 
off the old man, and pur on the new : and ſome parcells or 
renmants of choſe bYcen peeces yet remaine ( as the ſhat- 
rered ruines of a demoliſhed pallace,) euen in thoſe, that are 
yncalled ; as certaine notions in the minde concerning 
God, of the power of God, of good and euill,ofreward and 
puniſhment, which haue no other vſe, but toleaue men 
without excuſe in the day of vengeance. 

Againe,almighty God made many creatures inthe world 
beſides, as the Behemoth by Land, and that Prince of the 
Ocean, the Leuiathan by Sea. Both which wee know /ob 
notably difcribeth, Of the latter hee faith, Tb 41. 1 willnot 
keepe ſilence of his power, of his parts, and of his comely propor 
tiow. The Lord God made many others, diuerſe in nature, 
different in kind,infinite in number, & hath giuen to euery 
one aſeuerall life, and ſeuerall degrees of life, fromthe An- 

ell ro the Emmer, But he made them not ſo much for him- 
Fife, as for man, whois mia& thevery end and 10n 


of allcheſe, Tothis purpoſe Chriſo if ſweetly 
py fome ſpeak —

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j ipſum; He madeall the creatures for man, buthe ma 


e Animalia fecit Deus propter hominem, hominem vero Row ſe- 

eman 
for himſelfe onely. And he addeth,that if God fo gratiouſly 
miniſtreth ynto the creatures for mans fake, how much 
more doth he miniſter vnto man, for his owne ſake? And 
therefore a creature of ſomeregard, 

Yer further, thers is a ſpeciall relation, alliance, affinity 
betwixt God and man, as if he were bone of his bone : For we 
are alſo of his generation, Att. 15.21, Itmay begfaith { alum 
vpon that place, that Aratws the Poetthought there were 
ſome parcells of - the diuinitie in mens mindes, as the MMani- 
ches didfay, thatthe ſoules of men were of the nature of 
God. Butthe meaning is,that man by the excelleney of. his 
nature, reſembles ſome diuine thing, and proceedes as a 
ſpeciall Beame, from that heaucnly and diuine nature; a 
creatureſurc of ſome regard. 

Nay further yet, God hath made man animalſociale, a ſo. 
ciable creature, and hath giuen hima face of a very gratious 
and amiableaſpeR, a hand to congratulate, an arme to im- 


; brace, a boſometo cndeare;the very ſcat of kindnefle, com-

g Fare prerogatiues, beyond all earthly creatures. All, all com- 


placency and loue; reaſon alſo, and Peech,two ſingular and 


plements of humanity, as he ſaid in the comedy, Homo ſums, 
human nbil a me alienuns puto: F am aman, and I imagine 
no parc of humanity, impertinenc vnto mee. Inthat Thea- 
ter, no doubt, ir is very probable, as in others of the like, 
were grear ſtore of fooles and vulgar perſons, yet did this 
ſpeech ſo naturally touch the affeions of them all, that 
Saint Auguſtine ſaych, They all gaue an admirable applauſe 
yntoir, By all which it appeares, that manis a creature of 
ſomeregard, 

Yet Ha s Animal beſtiale, Animal obſcoenum et olens, as one 
ſp:ke of the Scarab flicz this Heterogenian, whelpe of an- 
other kind,1 very Miſanthropos, an hater of his owne kind, 
a Tymon, demon, I ſay not the ſonne of Belial, but Bebal 
himſelfe :' he hath no-more regard or humanity in him,then 
iftheRockes had fathered him, che ſhe-Wolfe A 

im 
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him forth, or that hee had drawne his milke from the Dra- 
ons in the wilderneſſe. He regarded not man. 

The word here inthe originall vſed for regard, (ignifies 
more then curare, or, curam habere, and yetthat argues a 
manifeſtation of it in outward ation; bur pxdore, or verecun- 
dia afficere, or rewereri, an inward affection of rewerence : and 
ſo by conſequence, an open, reſpeiue, gratious deport- 
mene and cariage towards man. Here alſo 1s an Heteroſ#,or 
an Enallage numeri, which is the ſurrogation of the (ingular 
number & the plurall, vſuall incheScripture, Therefore to 
exprelſcitrightly Beza doth well tranſlate it, nec quengquans 
rexerebatwr, as who ſhould ſay, It was notſo much this man 
or that man, bur all were alike to him, He rewerenced not axy, 
Heregarded not man. 

What ſhould I fay to this ynciuile Judge? wee know the 
Gentiles ( as Pax{ſpake of the men of Athens, ) wers mm all 
things too ſuperſtitions, Some of them worſhipped the Sunne 
at his riſing vp, and regarded not his going ; ——i_ Others 
worſhipped him at his going downe, but reſpefted not his 
riſing vp. If this /#4ex bellicoſus, Theanthropomaſtix, If he 
had feared God, though hee had not regarded man, or if hee 
had regarded man, though he had not feared God, this teſti- 
mony of him had not beene ſo foule. But hee was Totms wn 
maligno poſitis : Hee was wicked wr'tZo iu nejon x; emors, 4 
fronte et atergo. For he neither feared God, who was before 
him, nor regarded man, who came behind him, wicked 4 
dextris et a ſiniffris, He neither feared God, who was at his 
right hand, nor regarded man, who was at his left : wicked, 

ſurſum et deorſum, He neither feared God, who was aboue, 
nor regardedman, who was below, He feared not God, he 
regarded not man. 

I pray tell me, what thinke yee, might become of him. 
For my part, I chinkelong to be rid of him, and ſo happly 
did that iuriſdition likewiſe, where hee had ro doe, And 
bleſſed, cuer blelſed be he, whoſocuer he were,that gaue the 
change ; which was as gratious and welcome no doubr as 2 

ſhowre of the latter rayne, = people might haue _ 
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him, as they.ſpake in the Pfalme; O when fall he dye, and his 
MAame periſh? What became of him I know not ; but ſure I 
am, he deſcrued no better doome then that of Laodicca,to 
be fpued out of Gods month : or elſe that which God ſpake and 
threatned to Jehoiakims, Ter.22.19, They ſhould not lament for 
him, or ſay, ah my Lord ; alas, thy glory ; but as a dead Aſſe 
drawne and throwne without the gates ofthat (ty : though 
formerly he had fate on his Benchyas an Jp(e inter primes, — 
now it might be ſpoken of him, asit was ſaid of Labienm, 
Nunc transfuga vilts, 

Phi writes of the Crocodile, 56, $. 25. that being well 
ſtuft- wich his prey, and wallowing with his paunch vpon 
the bankes of Ni/ws, he falls into a llcepe, m_ his ſleepe 
he gapes; meane while the bird Trochylus pickes his teeth, 
ww , clenſerh them one after another, and goes his way; But 
then comes the Ichneumon, as perilous a Serpent in Egpy: 
as ſomething elſe in England,and gets through into his bow- 
els, teares them a pieces, and loi dies, ſ is many times 
the iuſt judgement of God vpon ſuch men, who hauin 

reedy appetites, which arc ncuer of the beſt diſgeſtion,that 

cing well tuft with riches and wealth, either by the con- 
fluence of cheir offices, or bribery of their places, fortifying 
themſclues againſt Heauen, wallowing in their abundance, 
to be ſecure: yer God meetes with them at one time or 0- 
ther ; that though their inmoſt conſciences be cauterized 
and.ſcared yp, yet ſomething, ſ#b xowine parss, workes their 
ſhame and diſhonour, What ſhould God elſe meane, Amos 
4- 2. when he threatens the wicked Iudges of Samari, that: 
hewould take themaway with fi/bookes, but that they ſhould 
ſwallow downe ſomewhat into their throat, that ſhould 
turneta their bane ? 

I hauenow done ; And haue beeneall this time ina Pas 
rable; I haue gone through the Text, and haue ſhewed you 


- | one poyntafter another : Adbuceſt parnulum, There is yet a 


hrtle thing behind, ſomething to be further ſpoken by way 
of Application, Andas Chuiſt in che former Chapter giues

him, as God ſpake of Amelech, Deleatur memoria Amelech 
ſub calo + Let the memory of Amelech be blotted out from 
ynder Heauen ; And though vnworthy he is, that any menti- 
on of him ſhould come within my lips; yet a little remembrance 
will not doe amille, for that, hchath layd himſelfe forth as an

And firit of all, aIudge he was z it is Gods ordinance to ſet A ludge. 


ſome abouc in place torule, and others beneath in places to 
obey, and as /wxenal cals Eagles the ſeruants of Twpiter, ſo 
ſuch are the ſeruants and Miniſters of God,by an honorable. 
prerogatiue, in being his deputies and vicegerents : And 
ſurely, had this man honored God in his place, God would 
hauc honoured him againe : For, they that honowy mee, I will 
honour. And let them further know that whom hee aduan- 
ceth to ſuch offices and dignities, hee expects they. ſkould 
walke worthy of their places, and not be carried away, with 
ſundry lufts of intemperancy, iniuſtice, couctouſnelle, and 
the like, to the diſhonour of God, and the irreuerence of 
their owne perſons. Ir is very incongruous and ynbeſee- 
ming, that he who by reaſon of his calling, comes neare vn- 
ro God, there is none further from him. 

Neicher is this onely for the Iudge, but forall ſuperinten- 
dents of what ranke ſocuer they be ; Eſpecially Paſtors and 
Minifters of the Church, (who hauc an eminency of place, 
ouer the ſoules of men, ) that they. adorne. the Goſpell of 
Chriſt Ieſus, with ſoundneſle of Dottrine and integrity of 
life. The walls of ITericho were beaten downe,but by no 0-, 
ther meanes thenthe Trumpets of che Prieſts;and the ſtrong 
holds of Saran are onely. battered downe, with the Do- * 
Arineof ſound teachers. Their good example alſo of lite, 
is of great force, Nuge inſecnlaribus, in ſacerdotibus blaſphe- 
me, faith Bernard, That which is buta rifle, and as a mat- 
ter of nothing in a Lay-man, is as ill as blaſphemy, or the 
{inne againſt | Holy Ghoſt almoſt,in a Church-man, and

' thing taken from the body, but a great matter from the 
beauty. Honor God therefore inthy place, by thy doarine 
and conuerſation, and whatſocuer thy former frailties and 
eſcapes haue beene, yer recompence thy forepaſled inne; 
with a ſanQified obedience, And let me adde this more, if 
chou halt gifts of learning and knowledge, let them nor be 
nochered vp and kept as concealed land, but returnechem 
totheright owner, and improuethy Talent thou art truſted 
with to thy maſters aduanrage; it will be hereafterthine cx- 
 ceeding ioy and comfort,though _— inthe world'com- 
fore thee beſide. And herein aregnany of vs faulty, who are 
lazy and negligent, making our Sermons as miſers doetheir 

? feaſts, rare and ſeldome, bur then fareed and furniſhed with 
ſuch varieties, as tend to ſurfer racher then toprofit, The 
fAocke of Chriſt ſhould be fedand fed and fed, Tobn 2 1.which 
argues a continuall feeding, yer ſome of vs take liberty to do 
itwhenwe liſt ; yea, it is almoſt a miracle co heare ſome of 
vs ſpcake : I would be more carneſt in this,but our Lay men 
doe befriend vs, and are quit with vs in this kind, for wee 
cannot beſo dumbe as they are deafe z deafe at any thing 
thar ſhould profirthem in the macter of Saluation, and as 
deafe atany thing char makes for our profit. In cither of 
theſe like Davids Adder, who refuſed ro heare the voice of the 
Charmer, charme be nener ſo wiſely, But howſocuer,let as well 
the Paſtor asthe Iudge make conſcience of his duty, Com- 
ponſat itle qui diſpenſar. Hethar ſets vs to our taske, giues vs 
our pay z when our chicfe Shepheard' ſhall appeare, we ſhall 
be recompenſed for all our paines, Cm ad 0pm piger er, quare 
ad mercedemfeſtinas *How ſhall wethinke cicher to haueioy 
or peace of conſcience in this life, or cternall happineſle in 
thelifeto come,when we arefſlothfull co the worke?

God, or diſ- reparaman ; yet hee was' cither taken- away by 
death, for ewill things haue their periods as well as goodzor 
which is liklieſt, ſecluded fronvhis place, through _ 
cident diſaſterous,and ſo for an earthly puniſhment,became 
as'turrant and conuerfant a by-word for matter of reproach 
as once was DedaP in onm fabala, Were he excoriate as once 
a ludge in Achens, and his skinne hung vp in terrorem: 
Or were he expelled the City where heliued, and the gates 
cloſed ypon him: Or were he ſhut out of the campe and 
company of the Hoſt, becauſe he warwmeleane, I cannot fay, 
onely Chriſt faith here, there was, there is vor.

bed /aw, and not according toche lawlelle atteftions of his 
owne heart, Thirdly, he ſhall not a/»ayes gouerne, but as 
others haue giuen place to him, ſomuſt heto others, In the. 
meane time . ap" whilſt be is in place, to demeane him- 
ſclfe in thefearsof God, and with due regard to man : In theſe - 
ſfriuing toexcellall char went. before, and to bea, preſident 
to 25 many as ſhall ſucceed ; wiſdome, knowledge, grauity, 
zcale, diligence, vprightmeſſe of heart, in his proceedings, are 
notableornaments in a Judge, eſpecially to ſanftifie his per-

.cnough. Ir was the manner of the Cretians to boaſt of the 


number of their Cities, I am ſure they needed nor fo haue 
done, of the goodaelle of their Iudges. He this, was in a (- 
ty. And not ynlikeneither, but hee had ingrotled for him- 

elfe a faire houſe with gardens and orchyards zbut I doubt 
he kept his Gates as faſt barred, as that purple Churle inthe 
Goſpel; and tharhe was none of the beſt co the poore, be- 
cauſe the Text ſaith, heregerded not man. But this I am ſure 
of, that in this (ity where he dwelc, lay his authority and 


Turiſdiion, becauſcin the next yerſe, the widow that came 


to him for ſuſtice, dwelc in the ſame (ty. A great diſhonor 


was he no doubt yntoir. Forin ſuch populous places as Ci= 


ties are, where men conuerſe within a wall,as ſeucrall and di- 
uerſe almoſt in cheir condicions and manners, as in their 
trades and callings, the decent, orderly and examplary life 
of the Iudge and Magiſtrate who liues amongſt them, is of 

woos oy xmneny Forit ſtands as a looking glalle before 


the peoples cycs. And his good example is of better perſwa- 


ſion then the power of his place : Elſe ſuch (tes are as ill 
incombred, as that of + Mlexandriain Egypt, of which Dio- 
dorss the Sicilian writes, thatthey nouriſhed that great bird 
Ibis to deuoure the garbage and offall of their { «ty, and to 
cleanſe their ſtreets, but he left of his owne filch and beaſtli- 
ne{ſe more noyſome behind him. So ſuch a one, by the in- 
ſticution of his calling is very proficable,to purgeand cleanſe 
the places where his power licth, from enormities and cor- 
ruptions,which if his diſcipline were not, would grow noy- 
ſome and abhorring ; yet when it comes to this, that hee 
growes irregular and inordinate, through his luſts and in- 
temperancies zand hath not wentrem bene moratum, a man» 
nerly belly, as Sexec«ſpeaketh, ſurely he leaues mere ſtench 
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good which hepretends to doe, by vertue of his place, can 
recompence or repaire. Hence is it requiſite that great care 


be had of the choile of ſuch. That face is but yncomly,wher- | 
inthe eyes arc bleare, and full of humours ; ſo it is but a cor- / 


rupt and disfigured gouernment, where men of authority 
arc aſperſed and beſfincared with the grofle and odious im- 
pnrarions, eicher of Luxury or iniuſtice ; Yea, to bethank- 
full ro God with Danid, Pſal. 109. 30. With great thanker, 
and to prayſe him amongſt the multitude, when he diſplacerh 
ſuch, and placerh better in their roomes, for hee euermore 
ftanleth at the right hand of the peore, to ſaue his ſoule from une 
righteous [udges, 


Thirdly, concerning his Qualities, he is here noted with Whoneither 
a blacke cole, that he feared not God, But wee that expett to feared Gods 


receiue the white ftone, and in that ſtone 4 new name written, 
which no man knowes, but hee that receiues it, in what cal- 
ling or place ſocuer we be, ler vs pratiſethe contrary, For, 
firitin a Iudge, the want of this feare is a wonderfull de- 
bauſhment ; ir wil! make him as proud as Hered, as cruell 
as Nero, as prophane as [«liar, as vniuſt as Pilate, as ſenſuall 
and beaſtly as Heliogabalns, as couctous, dogged, churliſh 
as Nabal,and perhaps as drunke toozas diflolute as Baltaſar, 
ſwilling and carouling wine before thouſands, prauncing 
ouer hts cups,and calling to the ſeruirour,for the fulleſt mea- 
ſure, and pureſt liquor, Ho!

preſence of them both,and all che bleiſed Angels of Heauen, 
rake aſolemne oath, binding oucrchemſclues aftually to e- 
rernall vengeance, if they fayle intheir legall charge, and yer 
account no more of the oath thus miniſtred, then if the wind. 
had blowne vpon them, whereas there goeth a ſecret and 
vnſcene vertue out of the oath, as there did out of Chriſts. 
veſture, either to juſtifie or condemne them ; I fay againe,

20.1 1. for ſaying that 
Sarah was his ſiſter, whereas indeed ſhee was his wife, and 
being demanded the cauſe why he did ſo, anſwerd modeſt. 
ly and religiouſly for himſelfe, Irhowght thus, ſurely the feare 
of God was net in this place, therefore they will ſlay mee for my 
wines ſake ; giuing vs to vnderſtand, that where the jeare of 
Godis nor, no conſcience is madeof any ſinne whatſoeuer. 
Hence ariſeth all thoſe grotſe and abhominable ſinnes of 
murders, adulterics, drunkennelle, prophaning ofthe Lords 
Sabbaths, blaſphemous oathes, Jefeicall bargaines, accur- 
Cond the land groneth, and I know nor 


with therod of our lips, like gunpowder(being ſcalt)chey fly. 
backe in our faces, and offer to ouer-maſter ys, As inſenſi-

old Italians, of whom I haue read,that in the foreſt tempeſts 
of Thunders and lightnings, they would ſhoot off their 
greateſt ordinance, and ring out their deepeſt bells, that the 
noyſe of the one, might murigare, thehorrour ofthe other; 
So inſenſible are men, and withour remorſe, that they will 
audaciouſly conteſt, confront,oppoſe, and improne their in- 
corrigible wickedneſſe ro the height, againſt our loud and 
powerfull reprehenſions ; their hearts as fat Brawne, their 
ſoules impenetrable, cuen like Tericho, ſhut vp and incloſed. 
Hence is the cauſe of all, with this Anteſiqnar Nequitie,' 
this Theomachms ; they feare not God, or as [ob ſaith,menhaxe 
forgotten the feave of the Almi obty, 

Laſtly, this Judge is here rexed with inciuility,or want of Nor regarded 
good manners, he regarded nat man: I wonderthen if chere'man. 
were any man regaraed h:m, or gaue hima good word, any 
good report, - A govd nome, faich Salomon, is better then a 
pretiom vintment ; yer with many, a precious ointment fs 
better then a good name: 1 have feene men outwardly ſmell 
of ſweet perfumes, but inwardly they haue had an ill ſauour 
of all vices ; yet men in high place, aboue all things, are to 
reſpe& this; carefully ro anoyd itifartiy and ill report, which 
quickly ſpreades our, and inlaryerh'ir ſelfe, as we know ina 
troubled water,one circle begets another, BaaCa ſit mAineis: 
and therefore the Poet faid well, 


: Fama malums; quo non aliud velocius vilum : 
Mobilitate viget ,vireſq, acquirit endo. 


Few in high place but much regard this z howſoeuer this

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Secondly, He offended-in the Negatine, but let ys care- 
fully practiſe the, affirmatiue, namely to reverence and re- 
gard man, Yea I lay man, cninſcrung, conditionts, as Auguſta 
{pake to that Romane Polio, of what condiri3n focuer he be, 
Though hee bee much thine inferiour, hee is made into 
the-ſame Image with. thy fſelte , endued with /the fame 
ſhape, and liueth vnder the ſame gouernment and pro- 
uidence of the Creator , and ( as thou oughteſt in cha» 
ritie to thinke, ). within the. compalle of Gods ElcRion, 
Hee is a men,. Give him a, ciuilt, reucrence and regard, 
The wholc Law {is reduced into two maine parts, . The 
loue of G 0», and the Loue of our Neighbour; the one 
begets the other : and heethar loues not his brother whom 
Ss ſeene, can never Joue God whom he hath not ſcene, 
1 John 4. 20. 

This loue ſhewes it ſelfe amongſt other things by a 
cluill and courteous behauiour towards man: Peter amongſt 
other duties, 1 Per. 3. requires this, Be conrteons to all men;& 
in the 3,0f Tits 2, Put them in remembrance that they be cor 
rcous. How courteaus and reſpettfull were the ſonnes of 
Heth to Abraham, Gen.23.6. being in a ſtrange country,and' 
put to. fora 6g wal 1 for his wife ; In the chiefeſf of owr 
Sepulchers bury thy deaa*And becauſe they would ſhew their 
regard the more, they. adde words enough, and words good 
cnough :. None of vs foall forbid thee his Sepplcher, but thou 
maiefbary thy dead therein, It.is che commendation of Ge- 
deon, Indges $. 3. He ſpaks conrteouſly to the men of Ephraim, 
Bur it muft not be ſuch courteſie as. Dawid ſpeakes of P/al. 
28. 3. Toſpeake friendly to their neighbours, but imagine miſ- 
chiefe intheir hearts : To. beforis Cato, and\intws Nero; of an 
outward plauſible countenance,:and of inward malitious 
intendments. It was forbidden in the Law to weare linſey 
woollſcy ;and I am ſure they breake the Law of God, who 
weare garments wauen of [1mplicitic andſubtiley, together. 
4 Qnce.men faluted. hand ja. hapd,ofaith one, byt:now: wee 
! caſk arme. in arme: Bur an hawdlfuſlioh chas old. friend(hip 
' is worth a whole arme-full ofchis new-:courtefie; Nay-fur- 
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ther, wee muſt be courteous, and giue regard cuen to wic- 
ked men : So Pax! behaned himſclte before Feſt, and cal. 
led him woble. Wee mult reſpe them nor as they are wic- 
ked, but as they are men ; loue their perſons, loath their 
vices. A wicked man may be of our acquaintance, and wee 
may yſc him courteouſly, yerlet him never be our compa- 
nion,to be vied entirely. Be at peace with all mev, bur at 
warre with their vices. Againe, there be, who will regard 
men, and yſe them regardtully, but no further then they 
ſerue their rurne ; as /eroboam: lent his, wife:to eAbyab the 
Prophet, and bade her carry him a preſent of bread, and 
wafers, and honey, which [eroboam would haue ſcorned ro 
doe, but that he thought the Prophet could benefit him 
by his aduice,. And ſuch is the condition of many in this 
age, who will regard a Miniſter, when they fee they muſt 
make yſe of him, eyther to be vilited intheir ſicknetle, or 
that they might be graced with a Sermon at the buriall of 
their friends, or. at their marriage, or ypon ſome other 
high occaſion; otherwiſe we may goelong enough ere wee 
be regarded or lookt after, 

Biit howſocuer, this Iudge was wonderfull faulty, hee 
gaue,no regard, whereas ourduty is to regard man, though 
he bea ſtranger, though he be an inferiour. What a ſpeciall 
fauour was that ary God did to Moſes, to call him by his 
proper name, The Angell ſaluted Gedeon,The Lord bee with 
thee thourvaliant man. But it he bee ſer in placeaboue thee, if a 
Facher, if a Maſter, if a Magiſtrate, or inſtead of any of theſes 
giue him that rewerence and reg4rd that is due. vnto him, 
Which condemnes the ſawcy malepartnefle of children, 
ſeruancs, people 3; who will diſhonor cheir Parents, difpiſe 
their Maſters, and conteſt with their - Rulers: and 1men in 
authority, and braue them ro their face: Both Pezer and: 
lude complaine . of theſe, 2 Pet. 2. 10. Jude 8." 1] wiſh they 
werenot ſo ordinary as they are. | 


Yet further, if he bethy ſpiricuall Father, thy Paſtor EY 
Miniſter, giue vatohim aKokble bonanr, as welt of coumte-' 
nancc;Aaz of maintenance, Regard him as.amany bur muck - 
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moreassmanof God,fet ouer to inftrutthee, and to guide 
thy ſoule aright to the Kingdome of glory. How faulty are 
many of our 11| nurtured Laity in this kind ; who looke ouer 
vs as high asCzdars; ſupercilious and lofty like the Iewes? 
They rooke no knowledge of Chriſt, that he was. their 
King, or of-his.Royall deſcent, or that hce was the Re- 
deemer of che world, and ſhould dyc for the faluation of 
man :- of all chis they tooke no notice. They knew him 
for a Carpenter, and a Carpenters fonne, and ſuch to be 
his brothers, and ſuch to be his (ifters . So we, we ſhall 
bee readily knowne by the meannelle-of our birth and 
kindred, che leanneſle of meancs and liuing, the poore- 
neiſe of our ftipends, or what clſe may adde ro our dif. 
ace; but not of the dignirie and excellencie of.our Cal- 

, maintenance for our ſeruice, countenance to'our Per- 
ſons ; like fiyes they leaue che found parrs, to ſucke at a 
botch ; Let aman/o efteeme of vs as the Miniſters of Chriſt, 


and the difpoſers of the ſecrets of God, 1 (or. 4. 1. Obey them © 


that baus the ower ſight of you, for they watch for your ſoules, as 
they which muſt giue an account. 1 admoniſh that you hanethem 
i fiugular lone for their worker ſake, Carnall men and the 
common ſort, when they heare ys thus to ſpeake;they thinke 
wepreach roextoll our ſelucs, and to gaine reputation, No, 
weſay with Dawidin the humility ot our ſoules, Now nobis 
Domene, non nobir, Not unto; O Lord, not unto vs, bur ynito 
thy name giuethe prayſe: Tf we haueregardand eftceme ar 
the hands of men, we hauc bur our due. Put (meane while) 
IerGod haue the Honour, by your obedience to his cruth, 
loue ro his word, by your care and conſcience to praftiſe 
thoſedofrines which taichfully wereach :- this ſhall-be'our 
oy, our:crowne,our recompence ſufficient; otherwiſe,nons 
his glory ſhall cleaue to our fingers. 

Finally, All of vs, whether wee be-in place to rule, 

or in place to obey; in place to teach, or in'placeto heare; 
lee'vs 1n the revcrence and: feeare of G op j; ſo'eatryiand 


demeane our ſclues to God and Man, Thit' God een our 
one: Godmay gime v: his bleſſing , that hee may blelfe;and * 
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ſfanifie our gouernment, ſanRikie our obedience, ſanAi- 
fie our teaching, ſanifie our hearing, and all good duties 
of our life beſide. I will conclude therefore with that 
prayer of the Apoſtle : Now the God of peace ſanfifie 
you throughout , and [ pray God that all our hearts 
and ſoules may be kept blameleſſe wntill the 
comming of our Lord Ieſma Chriſt. 
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
